these communication means on the 
Cast coast at least for years to come. 
The proposed Pan-American rail- 
n discussed by all 
Pan-American conferences since 1919 
is believed to be so costly as to je 
unjustified in View of cheaper water 
rates. It is likewise recognized that 
the needs of most countries on the

| I have already described the new

/neiro and 10 days of Buenos Aires. 
| But the Germans are alse a¢tive. They 
'maintain mail lines under government 
contracts with Colombia and parts of 
Brazil. In Bolivia, which in the fu- 
ture may be the storm center of South 
American trade, a German mission is 
training the army and using the army 
planes for carrying mail between the 
principal cities. 

An American company, 
stated, has mail contracts in Peru 
and is chartered for an_ eventual 
through connection between Washing- 
ton and Lima. Those two points are 
about as far apart as New York and 
San Francisco, which our mail planes 
connect in 36 hours. 

There is more to be done, however, 
than getting the planes and setting 
them flying. The perfect air route, 
adapted to both day and night flying. 
must have landing fields with beacons 
every fifty miles. At the very least, 


as before 


there should be a landing field every 
150 miles. 

Germany has already cut into the 
ideal route. She is operating under 
contract the mail routes of Colombia. 
Parenthetically, in return for cer- 
tain privileges, the company gives the 
government the right to commander all 
its plants and material in time of 
war. This has its importance for us 
in view of the proximity of Colombia 
to the Panama canal. 

But on a purely commercial side, 
we cannot now connect the Panama 
canal with Lima by air via Colombia 
without making some compromise with 
the German company. We can over- 
come that obstacle in a pinch by fly- 
ing from Panama to Ecuador direct. 
But, if while we hesitate, some en- 
terprising European company, in view 
of the sudden and lively demand for 
air mail in South American countries, 
steps in and sews up Keuador, we 
shall find our way to Lima barred. 
That connection with Lima is as far 
as we need look at present. 

The next stage of our Washington- 
Buenos Aires route is over the rugged 
and comparatively uninhabitated north 
Chilean desert, where there are spe- 
cial obstacles to be overcome. 

This matter is of such importance 
that it merits the immediate atten- 
tion of all individuals and organiza- 
tions concerned in the pleasant politi- 
cal relations and in trade unhampered 
by artificial restrictions between the 
two American continents.

Washington, December 30.—Repub- 
lican patronage conditions in Georgia, 
operated on a systematic scale, whereby 
postmasters made regular contribu- 
tions to state republican headquarters 
and supplied funds for paying “sal- 
aries” to the late Henry Lincoln John- 
son, negro national committeeman, and 
other officers of the state organiza- 
tion. These facts were unfolded here 
today by Senator Smith W. Brook- 
hart, republican, of Iowa, in a special 
report on the senatorial investigation 
into patronage activities in southern 
states, ‘ 

Senator Brookhart, chairman of the 
special investigating committee which 
held hearings in Atlanta during the 
congressional recess, made publie rec- 


ords revealing a system of patronage 
which promises to have a far-reaching 
effect on the senate inquiry. The 
records consisted for the most part of 
copies of a card index system used in 
republican state headquarters in Geor- 
gia and check stubs of expenditures 
ot that office, showing the amount 


nt. 

“Contributions” by postmasters and 
other holders of patronage offices in 
the state under the republican organi- 
zation ran from $60 to upwards of 
$100 a year, it was disclosed. How- 
ever, none of the principal cities of 
the state, such as Atlanta, Macon, Au- 
gusta and Savannah, was mentoined 
in the records, A few of the smaller 
cities, like Winder, called for pay- 
ments of $120, while LaGrange was 
listed for a “conrtibution” of $150

Right here I would make this ob- 
servation from the physiological facts 
The excessive per capita con- 
sumption of sugar in this country may 
help some of us to achieve grossness, 
corpulence, even diabetes, but it prob- 
ably has a good deal to do with our 
leadership among the nations. 

A person with diabetes may have 
more sugar in his blood than a nor- 
mal person, but his capacity to utilize 
the fuel is lowered, because his nat- 
ural supply of insulin is deficient. An 
injection of insulin enables him to 
oxidize or utilize more of the blood 
sugar, to produce flesh or musclar 
strength or body warmth. 

There are plenty of folk who, while 
not diabetic, yet have low sugar tol- 
erance—they tan't take as mich as 3 
ounces of glucose in water at one meal 
without losing part of it through the 
kidneys within the next three hours.

without any outside aid. There are a 
thousand and one other points of. in- 
terest aboard the big vessel, but they 
are too numerous to note here.

It is regrettable to find such evi- 


derices of a lack of appretiation of art and of the dignity attached to the 


heavyweight championship. 

I almost am inclined to suspect that 
some of the candidates for this honor 
and this artistic trophy weuld sooner 
delay the decision and pick up a few 
hundred thousand by stretching out 
the eliminations. If this does not 
seem like sordid commercialism, what 
is it? I pause for a reply, and will 
continue pausing for some length of 
time. 

If it were a matter of the amateur 
heavyweight championship the thing 
might be over in.a few months, and 
there might be a champion ready by the 
time the Muldoon-Tunney trophy is 
out of the casting foundry. The boys 
could be assembled and paired as they 
are in the amateur boxing tourna- 
ments. The thing would get down to 
the semi-finals and eventually to the 
final, which would decide tHe successor 
to Gene Tunney and the possession 
of the highly artistic trophy. 

Of course, the gate receipts would 
not be as heavy as they probably will 
be if the elimination is stretched out 
over a period of years. But then one 
would feel that the young men en- 
gaged in the manly art of modified 
murder would be above thé matter of 
mere gate receipts. The same thing 


|should apply to the managers and the 


promoters, but I fear that it does not. 

If this state of afialrs contiiues to 
exist—and I am afraid that it will— 
cynical persons will begin to suspect 
that this is a business and that the 
men in it are moved by sordid com- 
mercialism, of which the boys talk so 
much and which they deplore so 
heartily. 

Mr. Rickard, through purely philan- 
thropic motives, is trying to straighten 
the matter out.

thetical case, which would occur if the 
title should fall to Thomas Heeney, 
the somewhat-softened-up Hard Rock 
of New Zealand. 

You will recall that when Mr. 
Heeney was beaten by Gene Tunney 
in his first chance at the heavyweight 
championship he was more of a cor- 
poration than a prize fighter. The 


Harvey brothers, Charles and John, 
and the Mortimer brothers, of Eng- 
land, Bernard and John, owned shares 
in him. I believe that there were a 
tew other stockholders. 


Now what should be done if Tom 
Heeney should win the Muldoon-Tun- 
ney trophy? The shareholders might 
insist that it be cut six or seven ways, 
and I understand that this: would be 
a most diffieunlt thing to do. The 
trophy consists of a single bronze fig- 
ure. 

If it ever begins to look as though 
Heeney would be the winner of this 
heavyweight elimination tournament 
—if any—it might be wise for the 
members of the committee to make a 
trophy group instead of a single fig- 
ure. There should be a number of 
statuettes which could be detached 
from the main group and presented to 
the shareholders of Heeney. Each of 
the statuettes could be marked with 
the percentage controlled by the par- 
ticular manager and, of course, should 
contain a proportionate amount of 


bronze. 
Mr. Rickard’s Plans. 

Mr. Rickard’s main idea seems to 
be to get ready for next year’s Battle 
of the Century. This takes consider- 
able ballyhoo and preparation. He had 
it all worked out to have Sharkey meet 
Stribling and the survivor to meet 
Jack Dempsey. 

Of course, Mr. Dempsey has main- 
tained a certain coyness in regard to 
his intentions concerning the cauli- 
flower industry. This is part of the 
ballyhoo. Mr. Dempsey is waiting, like 
a receptive political candidate, for 
that popular demand to step forward 
and save the situation—whatever the 
situation might be. 

When somebody is developed to meet 
Mr. Dempsey, Mr. Rickard hopés to 
produce a Rattle of the Century some 
time next summer and to have the 
winner «declared the heavyweight 
champion by popular acclaim. In cases 
of this sort it looks like the only so- 
lution. If Mr. Rickard’s scheme works 
out there is no doubt that Mr. Demp- 
sey will have the possession of the 
Muldoon-Tunney trophy and what goes 
with it. 

It will be a bit ironical at that for 
Mr. Dempsey to receive a trophy with 
the name of Mr. Tunney inscribed 
Pupon it. 

It is a strange coincidence that

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Who Murdered Ellington Breese? 


NUMBER 1. 


Suspicion of guilt of the mur- 
is narrowed down to two 
men. Which of them committed 
the crime and how do you know 
it? Examine carefully the fol- 
lowing established facts, then 
answer the questions put at the 
end of the problem. 


Philadelphia was shocked on the 


_ morning of June 5, 1925, by the news 
€ of the murder of a distinguished citi- 


Ellington Breese, founder and 
the Breese Chemical 
works of that city, had been mur- 
dered by poison gas generated in his 
bedroom during the night. 

The police investigation revealed 
the fodllowing pertinent facts: 

Breese had been found dead in his 
bed at 8 o’clock in the morning by 
his negro servant, who for years had 
aroused him at that hour. On the 
mantelpiece (there was no fireplace) 
the police found a glass flask of about 
one quart capacity. Its stopper was 
missing. It was the kind of glass 
vessel familiar to any chemical labo- 
ratory. Experts said that one chemi- 


» cal poured upon another would have 


generated the poison gas immediately, 
and that diffusion in the room must 
have followed quickly. Neither on the 
glass flask nor on other objects were 
fingerprints found. 

Although both windows, screened, 


had been up eight inches from the bot- | 


tom, the practically instantaneous ef- 
fects of the gas had killed every liv- 
ing thing in the bedroom. Breese's 
pet bullfinch lay dead in its cage. 
Half a dozen flies and mosquitoes lay 
dead on the window sills. The dark 
green shades at the windows were 
found drawn down nearly to the bot- 
tom of the lower window sash, dim- 
ming the murder chamber, though the 
sun- shone brightly outside. 

The wavering finger of suspicion 
began to point with equal emphasis at 
two young men, each of whom was 
connected with Ellington § Breese’s 
business and had had enough lIabora- 
tory experience to have manufactured 
the deadly gas. 

EK. Breese Walters, nephew and only 
surviving relative of the murdered 
man, was one suspect. Adam Board- 
man, Breese’s confidential secretary, 
was-the other. Each protested his in- 
nocence, each to a degree had an alibi. 
According to the police investigation, 
so far as could be determined, both 
had good records, no debts or entan- 
glements. Both seemed deeply af- 
fected by the tragedy. 

Neither man seemed capable of 
committing such a cowardly crime. 
Yet the police reflected upon the 
terms of Breese’s will, which divided 


- half his estate—about a half million 


dollars—between the favorite nephew 
and the devoted employee. The other 


_ half of the estate Breese had bequeath- 


ed to charity. The terms of the will. 
drawn five years before, had never 
been a secret. 


Walters and Boardman had main- 
tained cordial but not close relations 
while in the cmploy of Breese. Each 
KTesmd confidence in the innocence 
of the other. 


The cordnePWsamined the body at 
9:30 a. m. and declared that Breese 
had heen dead at least four hours, and 
possibly for as long as 10 hours. The 
position of the body in the bed indi- 
cated to a certainty that death had 
overtaken Breese while in his bed, ta 
he had been confined by a 
slight iHness. 

The police, cherishing a uniform 
suspicion of Walters and Boardman. 
decided that they would know the 
murderer when they knew approxi- 
mately the hour in which the poison 
gas was generated in Breese’s bed- 
room. 

Boardman, the secretary, had heen 
with Breese until a little after 11:30 
p. m. He admitted it, and his leav- 
ing the house about a quarter to 12 
was cenfirmed by the testimony of 
old Mrs. Grew, Breese’s >oyhood nurse 
and housekeeper, whose room was 
near Breese’s on the second floor.

ness matters with his employer, who

Walters had returned unexpectedly 
early from Washington, D. C., at 1 
o'clock in, the morning. Mrs. Grew 
heard him enter, came out and spoke 
to him on the second floor landing 
and asked if there was anything she 
might do. Walters said he was not 
hungry and would go straight to bed. 
He asked about his uncle’s health, 
heard that Boardman had been there 
until nearly midnight attending to de- 
tails of the business, and observed 
that his uncle must be recovering 
nicely from his grippe if he could re- 
main at work so late. He went up- 
stairs to his room on the third floor. 


Mrs. Grew, who was suffering from 
rheumatism, returned to her room on 
the second floor, read for a while, 
and then went to sleep—not until 
2:30 a. m., she believed. From that 
time until the discovery of the mur- 
der, Walter's claim of innocence, like
